It was esti- 
mated that the receipts of bootleggers 
were about $500,000,000 annually, despite 
the huge expenditure by the Government 
to prevent liquor sales.

Financier Showed Signs of Ex- 
haustion, ‘and Tumor May 
Be Removed Later. 


Henry P. Davison, a member of the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., success- 
fully withstood the shock of an opera- 
tion for tumor of the brain which was 
performed on him yesterday morning at 
Roosevelt Hospital. The latest bulletins 
from his bedside last rhent indicated 
that the patient was resting comfort- 
ably. 

The removal of a small section of the 
skull behind the ear relieved the pres- 
sure which had caused Mr. Davison to 
suffer from headache*and sleeplessness 
to such an extent that he was kept 
from his office for more than a year. 
But the operation for the actual re- 
moval of the tumor was suspended be- 
cause of a hemorrhage and because the 
patient had begun to show signs of ex- 
haustion from excessive anaesthesia af- 
ter he had been upon the operating 
table for three hours.

OTHER LEVIES DECREASED 


With Revision of 1918 Law Near- 
ly Completed—House Action 
Is Expected Wednesday. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Practically 
winding up revision of the leyy sections 
of the 1918 tax law, House Ways and 
Means Committee Republicans voted to- 
day to increase from $2,000 to $2,500 the 
exemption allowed married men having 
an annual net income of $5,000:or Tess. 
This change would be retroactive to Jan. 
1, 1921, and woulg be in addition to the 
increase of $200 in the exemption for 
each dependent of a head of a family 
previously decided upon. 

Agreement also was reached, it was 
said, to decrease the manufacturers’ tax 
on candy from to 3 per cent., the 
manufacturers’ tax on furs from 10 to 5 
per cent., the tax on art works from 10 
to 5 per cent., and to repeal all of. the! 
so-called luxury levies, including those 
on carpets, rugs, trunks, traveling.gases, | 
pocketbooks, umbrellas and _ portable 
lighting fixtures, as well as those on 
wearing apparel. 

Under present plans of’ Republican} 
leaders, the committee draft of the com-| 
pleted bill, which will be in the form of | 
an amendment to the 1918 law, will be 
presented to a conference of House Re- 
publicans at 1 P. M. Monday and intro- 
duced in the House later that day. Ac- 
tual consfderation of it there, however, 
it was said, would go over until Wednes- 
day, in order that the measure could be 
formally passed upon Tuesday by the 
Ways and Means Committee with the 
Democratic members present.

In voting to repeal the so-called lux- 
ury taxes, the majority members de- 
cided to substitute. if possible, a manu- 
facturers’ tax om the same articles, if 
designed to be sold at sums in excess of 
specified prices. The rate suggested 
was 3 per cent. on the manufacturers’ 
prices, and the return was estimated at 
$100,000,000 annually, as against $25,000,- 
000 under the present-law. It was ex- 
plained, however, that a provision#of 
this nature would ve difficult to admin- 
ister because the prices of such goods 
were not standardized, and that it might 
be necessary to abandon the plan.

Formal decision to revoké, free 
railway, telegraph and tramway service 
in Soviet Russia, together with the 
abandonment of theAree grant of tools

Bitter Attacks Force Amendment 
That Only Three Salaries 
May Exceed $12,500. 


RIDICULE CHAIRMAN LASKER 


Is Called “Dreamer” and ‘‘No- 
toriety Seeker” in Debate on 
$48,500,000 Appropriation. 


MAYERSAGAIN CONTROL LINE 


Resume Management of Seized Ships 
After 48-Hour Tenure by 
Group of Bankers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Criticism in 
the House today by both Republicans 
and Democrats of the salaries paid by 
the Shipping Board ended in the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the bill carry- 
ing $48,500,000 for expenses of the board 
until Jan. 1, that not mage than three 
officials shall receive more than $12,500 
a year. 

The amendment was offered by Chair- 
man Madden of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee after the House had voted down 
an amendment by Representative Hardy, 
Democrat, of Texas, to make the $12,500 
limit apply to all but two officials. 

An amendment Dy Representative 
Sweet, Republican, of Iowa, to cut the 
amount carried in the bill to $25,000,000 
was defeated by a vote of 69 to 52, and 
an amendment offered by Represent- 
ative Byrns, Democrat, of Tennessee, 
that no furlds of the Shipping Board 
should be used to settle claims was ruled 
out on a point of order. A final vote 
on the bill is the first order of business 
or tomorrow. ‘ 

Several times during four hours of de- 
{bate Chairman Lasker of the Shipping 
|Board was the subject. Representative 
Walsh, Republican, of Massachusetts, 
wha was Chairman of the committee 
which recently investigated Shipping 
Board affairs, asserted he was “ pretty 
strong on promises but seems to be 
pretty weak on facts,’’ and Represent- 
ative Oliver, Democrat, of Alabama, 
said that the Shipping Board Chairman 
indulged in ‘‘ wild dreams’’ and was 
persistently ‘‘ seeking notoriety.”’ 

Representative Madden asserted that 
Mr. Lasker had found affairs in a 
chaotic condition, and urged that he 
have ‘‘six months to show what he 
could do.”’ 

Questioning the advisability of paying 
some of the _ salaries, Representative 

Wood, Republican, of Indiana, said he 
knew of an attorney receiving $7,500 a 
year from the Shipping Board who had 
never earned ‘‘ more than $2,000”’ and 
‘“ wasn’t worth 75 cents.”’ 

Opposing the $46,500,000 appropriation, 
Mr. Walsh remarked that he was not 
satisfied the Shipping Board needed it. 

‘“‘T’m not quite satisfied with the 
methods Mr. Lasker has followed,’ Mr. 
Walsh said. ‘‘ Im not so‘suné thex wil 
nesult in efficiengy and economy.”’ 

A total of $3,300,000,000 has been ap- 
propriated for the Shipping Board ‘since 
its inception, Chairman Madden told the 
House. Affairs of the board were in a 
muddled condition, Mr. Madden said, and 
the committee was unable to get ac- 
curate infofmation. Chairman Lasker, 
he added, told the committee he would 
not be able to furnish any facts for an- 
other six months. 


Mayers Get Control Again. 


Management of the United States Mall 
Steamship Company reverted late yes- 
terday afternoon to Captain Francis R. 
Mayer and his father, Judge Charles 
Mayer, and the France and Canada Cor- 
poration, after having been held for 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
by interests associated with or cog- 
trolled by Malcolm G. Chace of the Ol 
Colony Trust Company, Boston, and 
Alexander Smith, President of Peabody, 
Houghteling & Co., Chicago. 

Captain Mayer,.who had been depose” 
as President on Wednesday in favor of 
Frank M. Bynum, former. Shipping 
Board clerk, and now partner in the 
shipping firm of C. D. Mallory & Co., 
was re-elected President. Four em- 
ployes of the Mallory company, Direc- 
tors for a day or two, were ousted, and 
the original Directors of the United 
States Mail re-elected. 

In consequence of the quick shift of 
control back to the original management, 
a plan was nullified which had been 
drawn by Marshall Bullitt, special coun- 
sel to the Shipping Board, and Méssrs, 
Chace and Smith, whereby the nine 
Steamships whose possession is in dis- 
pute between the Shipping Board and the 
United States Mail, would have been 
returned to the Shipping Board. 

Accordingly, the situation this morn- 
ing was exactly the same as it was be- 
fore the management began to change 
in such mystifying fashion. The United 
States Mail still* has possession of the 
ships and says the next move is up to the 
Shipping Board. The Shipping Board 
has refused to negotiate with the 
Mayers and drastic action on the part 


of the board in order to regain pos- 
session of the ships is expected within 
the next few days. 

A chronology of the Iast few days’ 
events in the controversy between the 
Shipping Board and the Mayers shows 
the following known facts: 


How Events. Developed. 


On Wednesday afternoon, Aug. 10, 
control of the United States Mail passed 
out of the hands of the Mayers in a 
manner not yet fully explained. Mr, 
Bynum was elected Rresident and four 
members of the Mallory Company 
chosen Directors. The Mayers, through 


their attorney, De Lancey Nicoll Jr., 
charged that they were induced to turn 
over their stock in escrow to Chace and 
Smith on representations that Chace and 
Smith had reached an agreement with 
Mr. Bullitt for the Ship Board to 
drop all litigation and let the United 
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intention of the Shipping Board, if the 
return of the vessels had _ through, 
to turn them over immediately to the 
United American Lines, a Harriman 
company, and said that Mr. Campbell, 
who appeared for Chace and Smith in 
eo-operation with Mr. Bullitt for the 
Shipping Board, had appeared in pre- 
vious court action for the interests 
head by W. Averill Harriman. 

‘““We learned this morning,’’ said 
Mr. Nicoll, ‘‘ that J. Barstow Smull, one 
of the Vice Presiderits of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, has signed an agree- 
ment with the United American Lines 
to allocate to them all the vessels of 
the U. S. Mail for ninety days, with 
the right of extension.’’ 

Mr. Nicoll’s explanation of the reason 
for the second charge in management 
was that the principal creditors of the 
U. S. Mail, notably the Berwind White 
Coal Mine Company, the Morse Dry- 
dock Company and the Todd Shipyard 
Company, refused to sanctin the return 
of the ships or the transfef of the stock 
in escrow, and insisted on the return 
to the original management. © 


Will Protect Creditors. 


According to Mr. Nicoll, the liabilities 
of the U. 8. Mail are $2,613,000, eof 
which about $1,500,000 is in claims for 
supplies, &c., and $113,000,000 represents 
prepaid passage money collected from 
travelers. He said that oneJuly 27 he 
nad found that if the company were 
liquidated there would not be a differ- 
ence of $25,000 between assets and lia- 
bilities. He admitted thet an applica- 
tion for a receiver had been filed in the 
Federal Court several days ago, but 
said the papers had been withdrawn 
when the negotiations with Chace and 
smith began. Mr. Nicoll also said that 
his firm and the Mayers were fighting 
to protect the rights of the creditors, 
which he said would be wiped out if 
the ships were returned at the present 
time. He added that the Shipping Board 
owed ,the company 0,000, and that

My chief 
opponent, Mr, Curran, claims to control 
the vote of the policemen, another op- 
ponent also claims to control the police 
vote, another claims to control the H- 
quor vote, while a candidate for another 
office claims to control the teachers’ 
vote. 

“I do not control any vote except my 
own, nor do I represent any special 
interest nor any class or subdivision of 
the citizens.

Judge Haskell took the situation en- 
tirely out of Mr. LaGuardia’s hands 
yesterday, so far as dictating the make- 
up of his ticket is concerned. It was 
LaGuardia who first started the move- 
ment to form a LaGuardia-Haskell- 
eBennett combination. Bennett early 
dropped out of the negotiations, and 
Judge Haskell took the sthnd that he 
would have to be the head of the ticket, 
with Mr. LaGuardia as the candidate 
for Controller or President of the Al- 
dermanic Board. LaGuardia hesitated 
and has not yet announeed just what he 
will do. He had a final conference 
hia Mr. Bennett Thursday night, but 
Behnett would not recede from his po- 
sition that it was the Mayoralty nom- 
ination or nothing. 


Judge Haskell then took advantage of 
Mr. LaGuardia's hesitancy and yester- 
day filed a city ticket of his own, nam- 
ing himself as the candidate for Mayor, 
William H. Schabehorn of Springfield, 
Queens County, as the candidate for 
Controller, and John J. Halligan as the 
candidate for President of the Board 
of Aldermen.

Asked yesterday what-he thought the 
chances were of Mr. LaGuardia taking 
a place on the ticket, Judge Haskell 
replied:

Mr. LaGuardia declined to make any 
statement and would not comment on 
the report that he was willing to accept 
a place on the Haskell ticket. It was 
said that Mr. LaGuardia had carefully 
canvassed the political situation during 
the last few days and had reached the 
conclusion that he would lose a great 
many of his followers if he ran for any 
other office than that of Mayor.

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Declaration by 
the railroads that proscription of the 
piecework system as a basis of pay in 


railroad shops was unjustified, an‘l, if 
insisted upon, would compel the roads 
to give their work to outside shops, was 
mek by charges of the employes repre- 
sentatives that piecework undermined 
morale and was not as efficient as ay 
work, at the hearing before the United 
y= Railroad Labor Board here to- 
ay. 

Representatives of the railroads de- 
clared they must select the methods of 
doing work which would yield the best 
and most economical results. 

As rebuttal to the carriers’ testimouy 
that piecework was most economical, the 
employes presented an ‘exhibit showing 
a comparison of locgmotive repairs on 
the piecework and day work bases 
which favored the day work system. 

Shop men have been appearing before 
the board for several days, presenting 
protests against re-establishment of the 
piecework system, which was discontin- 
ued under Federal control. The rail- 
roads claim the right to institute pince-| 
work again if they so desire. 

Answering charges of discrimination 
and abuses under the riecework svs- 
tem, J. G, Walber, speaking for the 
Eastern railroads,, declared there was} 
none which could not be corrected, if the 
charges were justified. He held that 
piecework was necessary to qetablisn 
the unit cost of repairs, and that the 
nature of certain classes of work made 
piece-work highly desirable. y 

Speaking for the Western roads, J.

MONUMENT ON PEAK 
IN STONE'S MEMORY 


Tribute to Educator Killed in 
Scaling Eanon Is Made Fast 
in a Pile of Rocks. 


WIFE RAPIDLY RECOVERING 


Describes Husband’s Fail to Death 
and Her Days on Ledge—His 
Body Is on Way Home. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 12.—En route 
to Lafayette, Ind., for burial, the body 
of Dr. W. E. Stone, President of Purdue 
University, who fell to his death in the 
Canadian Rockies, near Banff, on July 
17, passed through here today. 

Accompanying the body were Mrs. 
Stone, who herself was rescued from a 
mountain ledge after eight days’ ex- 
posure without food; Richard Stone on 
Cleveland, and David Stone of New York 
City, her sons, and Harlan F. Stone, 
Dean of Columbia University Law 
School, New York City, a brother of 
Dr. Stone. 

The party is due in’ Chicago at 9:15 
‘&. M. tomorrow. It will go on directly 
to Lafayette, where funeral services will 
be held probably Monday. 

Despite Mrs. Stone’s hardships there 
will be no lasting physical effects of 
her ‘experience. Her hands still are 
rough and sore from the friction of 
ropes, but other bruises practically have 
healed and in the past three days she 


has regainea most of the weight lost 
during her exposure. 

Near the summit of Mount Eanon, 
rearing its crest 10,800 feet above sea 
Jevel, stands a small monument of 
loose rock, erected by friends in tribute 
to Dr. Stone, who was first to ac- 
complish the ascent of the peak. 

It was from this peak that Dr. Stone 
fell while climbing with Mrs. Stone. 
His brother, in telling tonight the de- 
tails of the fatal plunge and Mrs. 
Stone’s rescue, told how the party that 
recovered Dr. Stone’s body had erected 
the monument, and in a flask set 
firmly in the mound is a paper with 
this inscription: 

“Friday, Aug. 5, 1921. This monu- 
ment was built by the undersigned, in 
tribute to :NW®ir comrade of the moun- 
tains, Dr. Winthrop HB. Stone, President 
of Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., 
U. S. A., who on July 16, 1921, with his 
wife, virtually completed the first ascent, 
reaching a point not more than fifty 
feet from this spot. Dr. Stone’s ice axe 
crowned his mount.”’ 


How He Was Killed. 

The following signed the tribute: 
Albert H. MacCarthy, Lennox H. Lind- 
say, Edward Feuz, Conrad Kain and 
Randolph Aemmer. The first two are 
members of the Alpine Club of Canada, 


of which Dr. Stone had been a member 
for years. Aemmer is a Swiss guide 
and he rescued Mrs. Stone 
covered Dr. Stone’s body. 
While the inscription gives July 16 as 
the date of Dr. Stone’s feat, his brother 
declaréd July 17 was the correct date. 
On that day Dr. and-Mrs. Stone set out 
to climb Mount Eanon, 


about fifty miles from Banff. 
> Mrs. Stone, accordin \ 
her experiences recited by Harlan Stone, 
said she and her husband were ascend- 
ing the mountain, roped together, with 
Dr. Stone leading. Near the top they 
came upon a rock chimney—a V-shaped 
eut in the mountain side, with frequent 
footholds—and Dr, Stone climbed up 
through this. 

Without her knowledge he had untied 
the rope that had held them and, after 
climbing through the chimney, called out 
to her: ‘‘ I see nothing higher.’’ Justa 
moment later, crumbling rock caused 
him to lose his hold, and he plunged

Mrs. Stone declared that it seemed to 
her that his body fell a full 3,000 feet 
before it struck in a chasm. 
shocked to move, she remained in her 
dangerous position all through.

' leased her hold and tumbled to the 
ledge, which was four feet wide at its 
greatest width and a few feet longer. 


Four Days on a Ledge. 


Pocketed on the ledge, she discovered 
a tuft of moss and beneath it found 
water slowly seeping through the rocks. 
For two days she drank frequently,

Aemmer spent two hours getting her in 
condition for the ascent and then, with 
the assistance of .William Peyto, a 
prospector, who was at the anchor-end 
of the rope, Aemmer managed to get 
her on :to the mountain. There he 
strapped her to his pacx and carried her 
down to Trail Centre Camp, about 
thirty-two miles from Banff. From 
there the journey was made to Banff by 
easy stages. 

Decided by Mrs. stone’s impression 
that the body of her husband had fallen 
about 3,000 feet, th first searching 
party failed to locate it. Then’ Aemmer 
and Peyto, starting at the point Dr. 
Stone had fallen from, slowly worked 
their way down until thé body was 
found about 800 feet below. It took two 
days to get the body out of the chasm. 
It was brought into Banff last Tuesday, 
and the Journey nom@wara was begiin 
Wednesday. 

Members of the family said funeral 
plans had been left largely with rela- 
tives and other friends at Lafayette, but 
that Mrs. Stone had indicated she would 
prefer to have it Monday.

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GUN BUTT MAY BE 
A MURDER CLUE 


Part of Weapon Discovered on 
California Seacoast Possibly 
Helped to Kill Kennedy. 


DIVERS HAD SOUGHT THERE 


Mrs. Obenchain Declares She Will 
Say No More About Death 
of Her Fiance. ' 


LOS ANGELES,. Cal, Aug. 12.—Dis- 
covery of the butt of a double barreled 
shotgun on the beach near Santa

found Friday “night with the back of 


his head blown off. 

The metal parts of the gun butt were 
| rusted when turned over to the Sheriff, 
| but Wylie said they were bright and 

shiny when he found the butt. 

The discovery, Wylie said, was made 
near a point where divers employed by 
District Attorney Woolwine had heen 
searching for the missing weapon. ‘The 
District Attorney selected this point te- 
}cause the mileage registered on the 
speedometer of an automobile alleged 
to have been rented Friday by Arthur C. 
Burch, who has been indicted for the 

alleged murder, showed the car traveled 
just far enough to reach it. 

| A man has told Deputy Sheriffs that 
on the night of*the shooting he met a 
roadster of the make that Burch ad- 
mitted driving, which .was_ running 
rapidly toward the beach. 

Another man has identified Burch as 
a visitor to the beagh near Santa 
Monica the night of the shooting. 

It is stated that @xperts will be called

Lenin Speeches Forecast Action. 


Ever since Leonid Krassin for Soviet 
Russia and Sir Robert Horne for Great 
Britain signed on March 16 an agree- 
ment opening trade relations between 
the two countries, and, as it turned out 
by an interpretation of the document 
by English courts, a recognition of 
Soviet: sovereignty, two questions have 
received indeterminate discussion: 
Would Lenin abandon his scheme for 
universal communism? Would he 
abandon communism in Russia, or limit 
its working there? 

The terms of the KrassimHorne agree- 
ment forbade propaganita abroad, but 
propoganda still continued. Lenin said 
on several occasions that the present 
state of Russia made it impossible to 


eens without the aid of capjtalistic 
terests from abroad, but his propa- 


gandists interpreted his words to mean 
the abandonment of ccmmunism. On 
the eve of the American agreement to 
help feed the faished Russians there 
‘was a rumor to the effect that the dis- 
tribution of food would be through the 
old Semvors, or county organizations, 
which would be revived for that pur- 
pose, or through the co-operative as- 
sociations, also to be revived. But later 
a representative of the Lenin Govern- 
ment stated that the distribution of 
food would be carried out through the 


Soviet Government™ itself, which had 
no intention of yielding any of its pre- 
rogatives.

The news printed this morning that 
he has now abandoned communism ex- 
cept in those large “industries which 
other nations nationalized during the 
war, and hence for a time administered 
socialistically, may belong to’ the fore- 
— series of assertions to be followed 

y a démenti, or it may be something 

new. 
A speech Lenin made at the Bolshevist 
congress in April was interpreted to 
mean by his propagandists abroad that 
he had asserted that a return to capi- 
talism would alone save Russia. What 
he actually said was that under certain 
conditions private ownership would be 
restored to the peasants, who would not 
otherwise deliver their crops to the 
Soviet—a trap, it was asserted, to get 
hold of the peasants’ stores. And while 
Lenin continued to make _ similar 
speeches, his agents at Stockholm, 
Copenhagen, and even in London were 
trying to make business arrangements 
for him by old methods. 

Then in an article in the Moscow 
Pravada of May 8 Lenin actually re- 

eated what his propagandists had said 

n regard to his Bolshevist«speech. In 
this article he presimed that the prole- 
tariat was opposed to private ownershti 
and would with reluctance part wit 
communism, for he wrote: 

‘““Those who don’t understand that 
it is necessary to begin with the im- 
pecseest of the peasants and who 
rterpret our measures as favoring the 
peasants and a renunciation of prole- 
tarian dictatorship are simply possessed 
of empty purses. * * * At the present 
stage we must choose this alternative: 
Either we must prohibit every kind of 

rivate a of goods, which would 

e political and national suicide, or we 
must aid the development of capitalism 
in Russia while we are trying to trans- 
form it into State capitalism. This 
economically possible and does not con- 
tradict the proletarian dictatorship. On 
the ‘contrary, State capitalism is one 
an in the advance of free capital- 
sm.” = 

In a speech before the third inter- 
national congress at Moscow on July 
11, Lenin again pleaded for his policy 
of limited private ownership and abor- 
tive capitalism from abroad, while re- 
iterating his world-views in the follow- 
ing words: - 

‘We must utilize this breathing space 
to prepare for the outbreak of the world 
revolution in all capitalist countries.’ 

It will thus be seen that the idea of 








limited communism for large industries 
(State capitalism) was the first put for- 
ward on May 3, while its transitory 
character is defined in the speech of 
July 11.

‘ Rather Rot,’ He Wrote in Moscow, 
Than Have Nation Beg Release.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—What was 
characterized as ‘‘a splendid example 
of courageous Americanism and strength 
of character,’’ was fhe subject of much 
comment here, when it became known 
today that Dr. Weston B. Estes, an 
American recently imprisoned in Mos- 
cow, who with five other Americans has 
arrival at Reval, had written a letter 
from his cell to Secretary Hughes, ex- 


pressing the hope“that the American au- 
thorities ‘‘ let him rot in prison’”’ rather 
than pay the price of recognition of the 
oviet Government for his release. 
Dr. Estes was one of several Ameri- 
cans Who managed to smuggle communi- 
cations to intermediaries in the Baltic 
Provinces, who in turn passed th on 
to the State Department. The fact that 
such letters had been received was with- 
held until today, after the men who 
wrote them were out of Russia. 
According to one passage in his let- 
ter Dr. Estes was well aware that 
the apprehension of one copy will 
mean my finish.’’ 
Naval action as a threat against the 
Soviet régime was suggested by Dr. 
Estes, who feared that unless release 
was effected before July 4 some of the 
prisoners might die of starvation and 
ill treatment. Dr. Estes insisted in his 
letter that the prisoners would rather 
starve than see the United States Gov- 
ernment “ negotiate’ with the Bolshe- 
vist commissaries for their release. 
The writer declared that Soviet prom- 
ises were «worthless, and warned his 
Government against entering’ into. diplo- 
matic negotiations with Moscow.

The advance of the world in civiliza-

‘ Mr. Maxim said this in a speech at 
ithe luncheon of the committee of Allied 
Organizations Opposed to Iederal Pro- 
hibition in the Brevoort yesterday. 

‘‘ History is repeating itself,’ Mr. 
Maxim said. ‘‘ There is rapidly being 
created here in the United States a po- 
litical and legislative aristocracy, a 
new parasite nobility, and there is also 
being rapidly created a new parasite 
priesthood of religious and_ political 
fanatical reformers and uplifters.’’ 

Mr. Maxim said he did not mean to 
limply that all legislators were dishon- 
est or venal or wrong-minded, “‘ but I 
do mean to imply and assert with all my 
power that the great majority of them 
are.”’ 

‘* Whatever the new priesthood 
wants,”’ he said, ‘‘ it gets from the new 
political aristocracy. Any number of 
new offices and positions that may be 
exacted by the prohibition priesthood is 
readily granted by the political aristoc- 
racy. The result is that we now have 
an army of rohibition enforcement 
agents, prohibition detectives, bung 
smeillers d cellar weasels, far larger 
than any Standing army that this Gov- 
ernment ever had in the time of peace 
prior to the World War.” . 

Except in the possible lack of physical 
torture Mr. Maxim could see no differ- 
ence between the workings of the Span- 
ish Inquisition under Philip IT. of Spain 
in Holland and the application of the 
| Volstead act in the United sta‘es. 

Dr. A. A. Brill, who followed Mr. 

Maxim, said he was by no means in 
favor of the return of the saloon, but 
that a moderate use of wines and beers 
was a physical necessity for our arti- 
ficial civilization. 
_ ‘* Prohibition,’’ he said, ‘‘ had its birth 
in small primitive towns among the 
ignorant and where life is primitive, 
where camp meetings started and where 
illiteracy is most rampant.” 

Physicians, Doctor Brill believed, were, 
as a class, opposed to prohibition. 

John S. Wise Jr., Chairman of the 
committee, said prohibition was respon- 
sible for a large increase in the use of 
drugs and narcotics.

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BERNE, Aug. 12—The movement or- 


ganized three months ago by all 
the Swiss temperance associations 
for empowering any Swiss canton or 
commune to prohibit within its terri- 
tory the manufacture and sale of all 
alcoholic and distilled liquors has ob- 
tained the requisite number of voters’ 
signatures, which means that the ques- 
tion must come before Parliament and 
eventually be submitted to a referen- 
dum of the entire Swiss people, as is 
the case with all amendments to the 
Federal Constitution. 

If this proposed constitutional 
amendment becomes law, then any can- 
ton or commune in Switzerland will 
have power to vote whether the manu- 
facture and sale of alcoholic liquors 
shall be forbidden within its territory, 
and will also have power subsequently 
to reverse its decision, should it think 
this desirable. Such a reversion must 
also be decided by a local referendum. 

This anti-alcohol movement has been 
encouraged by American prohibition 
laws. Switzerland annually expends on 
alcoholic drinks of all sorts, wine, beer, 
brandies, whisky and liqueurs, 750,000,- 
000 francs, or about 2,000,000 francs 
danly, an average of more than half a 
franc for each inhabitant, including in- 
fants in arms, per day. 

According to the 1920 report of the 
Medical Superintendent of one of the 
largest Swiss lunatic asylums, the cause 
of mental disease of 33 per cent. of its 
inmates last year was alcohol. The 
Medical Superintendent adds that not 
for a long time has he known so high a 
percentage of lunacy cases due to this 
Cause, and that in other large asylums 
a similar increase in the number of 
lunacy cases due to drink has been ob- 
served. ~ 

The so-called Swiss Government alco- 
hoi monopoly, which had existed since 
185, allows the Government to regulate 
the manufacture and sale of distilled 
liquors, but it does not interfere with 
wine making nor with the distillation of 
countless kinds of brandies and gins 
made by the peasants from different 
roots and berries. The proposed new 
constitutional amendment goes much 
further than the existing alcohol mo- 
nopoly, because it aims at preventing 
the peasants all about the country from 
privately making and selling what is 
known as schnaps, that is brandies of 
many kinds highly intoxicating and in- 
jurious, , 

By way of getting Satan to cast out 
Beelzebub, the Swiss Government must 
at present spend i0 per cent. of the re- 
ceipts from the alcohol monopoly in com- 
bating alcoholism. The promoters of 
the anti-alcohol initiative declare that 
the Swiss Republic will be the first 
country to follow the example of the 
Inited States in prohibition.

At about .3 o’clock the hawk spread 
its wings and started west on its jour- 
ney to the Palisades where it had prob- 
ably come from. Before it had flown 
twenty feet there was a roar which 
startled hundreds in Fifth Avenue. The 
outspread wings snapped together and 
the big bird fell like a stone. A crowd 
of staoke rose above the church. 

The roar had come from a goose gun 
fired by Charles S. Medler, sexton of 
the church, who had taken his station 
{on the roof of the chapel adjoining thea 
church half an hour before and patiently 
waited for the bird to fly. He waited 
j beth from sportsmanship and from fear 
; that his piece of artillery might damage 
the brownstone spire. 

The weapon was a No. 6 calibre gun 
with which Mr. Medler shoots geese at 
Good Ground, L. I. It was loaded with 
No. 2 shot, which is about half the. size 
and charged with seven 
and a half drams of Mueilerite powder. 

The roof of the chapel from which 
the sexton fired is about 100 feet high 
and the perch of the hawk was abott 
180. Mr. Medler had mounted the roof 
of the chapel, instead of the church 
proper, in order to get plenty of angle to 
the shot and he figured that the dis- 
tance of the shot was about 100 yards. 
The hawk fell into an drea northwest 
of the church. It measured five and a 
half feet from tip to tip. Mr. Medler 
said it was of the variety known to 
laymen as the ‘rough pigeon-hawk "' 
or ‘‘ red- jawed hawk.”’ 

“Hawks fiy over not infrequently from 
the Palisades and kill the pigeons’ he 
said. ‘‘ They have been killed off rap- 
idly lately. We find the bones and 
feathers scattered about almost daily. 
1 don’t think this hawk is the only one.” 
_‘* The hawk usually flies over early 
in the morning, swoops down and 
kills his pigeon. They always take the 
highest point in the immediate vicinity 
and perch there, so they nearly always 
gv with their pigeons to the top of 
the steeple. Sometimes the hawk comes 
over and makes a kill in the afternoon. 

‘““Hundreds of persons in the high 
buildings nearby have seen the hawk 
dive and strike a pigeon in the after- 
noon, and then fly up to the steeple to 
pick its bones. ‘The traffic cop on post 
there has made a close study of the 
habits of the hawk and kept me in- 
formed when I could not see him myself. 

‘*T had my gun prepared for the hawk, 
and I had been laying for a shot at Lim 
for many days. When I arrived at 2:30 
o'clock he was sitting on the capstone 
half through his meal. I got to the best 
position I could on the roof for a shot 
and waited. I didn’t know what my 
goose cnnon might do to the steeple, so 
1 Was afraid io shooi. The brownstone 
chips easily, and I might have sent a 





nue if I had fired at the hawk on the 
‘ sit.’ Besides, it was more sportsman- 
like to give it a start. 

‘“There are oniy about a score of 
pigeons now who make their home in 
the belfry and the hawk had been wiping 
them out rapidly in recent days. Form- 
erly, when the American Express Com» 
pany kept horses, the oats that were 
scattered about attracted pigeons from 
and near and flocks of tramp 
pigcons invaded the belfry, becoming a 
|great nuisance. When the express com-

DEMPSEY RETURNS; 
IS READY TO FIGHT 


Champion Here for Indefinite 
Stay, Says Kearns—Willing 
to Meet Any One. 


Jack Dempsey returned to this city 
yesterday, sporting his world’s heavy- 
weight championship title and looking in 
condition to defend the ring bauble 
without delay. The champion arrived 
yesterday morning and declared he felt 
as good as he looked. Dempsey regis- 
tered at the Hotel Belmont. where his 
manager, Jack Kearns, has been lo- 
cated since the late ring episode with 
Georges Carpentier. The champion, 
however, didn’t remain about the hotel 
long. He was out after luncheon visiting 
‘friends, and he was busy through the 
greater part of the day and last night 
renewing acquaintances. Dempsey vis- 
ited Stillman’s Gymnasium in Harlem 


in the afternoon, wnere he viewed Joe 
Benjamin in training. 

While Dempsey was_ inaccessible, 
Manager Kearns acted as buffer for the 
Stream of visitors eager to greet the 
champion. Kearns declared Dempsey’s 
sojourn in the city will be indefinite. 
The champion has no particular work- 
ing engagements right now, and devel- 
opments will determine the length of 
his stay. Kearns declared he had re- 
ceived offers for a tour of Europe and 
was considering the proposition. 
Moving picture and theatrical offers 
Kearns said, 
but none of them has been accepted. 
Kearns added that while Dempsey is 
here he will be ready to talk fight 
against any logical candidate for thé 
title, with any promoter seeking the 
champion’s services. Kearns did not 
stipulate any particular opponent for 
Dempsey who, he said, is ready to meet 
any one the public demands. 

‘““The champ is here for an indefinite 
stay and is ready to fight,” said Kearns. 
“That's one of the reasons for his 
visit—to see if there are any sincere 
prospects of a bout. He is in good 
shape right now and is always ready to 
defend his title against anybody the 
public demands. Jess Willard and Tom 
Gibbons are being advanced as pros- 
pective rivals for the champion. All 
right, Dempsey’s ready, and I'll ar- 
range the match without delay if suit- 
able inducements are offered. I think 
Willard is entitled to another match, 
not because he’s a great fighter, but 
simply because he once held the title, 
and it seems to be ring tradition that 
a former titleholder be granted another 
crack at the title. Gibbons is said to 
be a dangerous rival. We'll arrange a 
match for G.obons without delay if he 
is sincere in his quest for a title bout 
and a promoter is found who is capable 
of conducting the bout. As yet, though, 
I have not personally received a chal- 


to | lenge from Gibbons. 


‘‘The field isn’t necessarily restricted 
to Willard and Gibbons, however,’’ con- 
tinued Kearns. ‘‘ Anybody who is re- 
garded as a logical candidate can have 
a bout if we get our terms. I won't 
say Dempsey will box Jack Johnson 
and I won’t say he will not.

The editor would have been fairly 
safe if he had omitted the word ‘‘ popu- 
lar’’ from his sentence, for many, ex- 
cellent and conclusive as have been 
the vindications of vivisection,’ or, to 
use a better name, of animal experi- 
mentation, that have appeared in the 
medical papers and magazines, the 
authors of none of them did exactly 
what Mr. Barnes did—none made a 
careful and thorough investigation of 
the authorities quoted by the anti-vivi- 
sectionists in support of their charges 
that such research is useless as well 
as cruel, and that it serves only to 
| gratify a morbid curiosity or a fiendish 
pleasure in the inflictign of pain. 

It is natural that a layman rather than 
a physician or surgeon should have 
done this, for he, unlike them, could 
not start with a personal knowledge 
that these accusations were false, and, 
therefore, it was for him, not the mem- 
bers of the medical profession, to inves- 
tigate the witnesses and the evidence 
presented by the opponents of the work 
to which medical and .surgical science 
has owed so much and on which its 
further progress so largely depends. 

Mr. Baynes’s discovery that the testi- 
mony adduced against vivisection either 
was worthless in itself because of its 
age or origin, or that it was a deliberate 
falsification of what had been said or 
| written by men with a right to speak 
on the subject, was admirably presented 
by him. His article, therefore, 
special and permanent value, for it car-

story of the public NMbrary files, this 
morning. This record is now in the 
library of Princeton University. 

THE Times being taken as a basis, an 
unusual and gigantic history of the war 
was compiled, the labor occupying 
twenty workers for more than a year 
of actual time. It was completed at a 
cost of something more than $20,000 and 
resulted in a single newspaper history 
of more than two hundred volumes, with 
& total of 81,242 pages. It is believed 
to be the most complete scrap book ever 
made. The work was undertaken by 
the Hemstreet clipping force at the re- 
quest of Benjamin Strong, Governor of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 

Every column of war news from THE 
TimEs, indeed every paragraph, was cut 
out, trimmed, and treated with a special- 
ly prepared paste which acts as a pre- 
servative. The columns were mounted 
on sheets of paper, 13 by 15 inches in 
size, red bordered, and made especially 
for the work. 

After being mounted the loose sheets 
were placed between blotters and each 
submitted to a three-ton pressure. This 
pressure was maintained for-five weeks 


being kept from day to day to see that 
ithe pressure was uniform.

| ‘The latest news from my country, Vene- 
zuela, brings me deep grief for the death of 
my beloved brother Americo, a victim to 
the tyranny that today scourges that re- 
public. Americo was put in prison by Gen- 
eral Gomez, together with many others 
falsely accused of revolutionary tendencies, 
eight years ago. During that time he was 
subjected to all sorts of cruelties and in- 
dignities, till finally he lost his mind to- 
gether with his health. His relatives in 
Caracas tried hard to get an order from the 
dictator. to allow him to leave prison and 
be taken care of in a sanitarium, but their 
petition was ignored by our merciless Sole 
Chief, as the tyrant is called by his flat- 
terers.

Viscount Bryce suggested in his lecture

to the powers, and added that such a 
code was ‘‘ the natural complement and 
almost indispensable accompaniment of 
an international court of justice.” 

“To deal with the rules of interna- 
tional law that were aecepted and us 
ually obeyed before 1914 there ought to 
be some organized body capable of un= 
dertaking the work,’’ he said. ‘‘ Might 
not some new association be now created 
| by the civilized States and invested with 
authority to amend, and codify when 
—e those rules which they find 

est?’ 

; ‘The first speaker today was Tommaso 
Fittoni, President of the Italian Senate, 
| He asserted that the seizure of Italian 
‘factories by the workmen had the «an- 
| expected result of exterminating com- 
munism in Italy. He said that the 
j theory failed as soon as the workmen 
; were faced with the reality of manning 
the industries. 


Real Value of Diplomacy. 


Speaking on international law and 
diplomacy, Lord Bryce emphasized “ the 
services which international law may 
render besides that of re-examining the 
rules which were generally accepted be- 
fore 1914."’ 

““You may ask what is in our’ time 
the real value of diplomacy,”’ he contin- 
ued; ‘‘that is to say, what difference 
does the action and personality of diplo- 
matic envoys rake to the relations of 
States? Mue% depends on the country 
and the Government with which an en- 
voy has to deal. 

_“‘ A different sort of man is needed in 
Constantinople, in Teheran, in Madrid, 
in Stockholm. Broadly speaking, how- 
ever, and thinking of civilized and- pol- 
ished countries, the answer will prob- 
ably be that an Ambassador is less im- 
portant now than formerly because, 
being at the end of a telegraph wire, 
{he has less discretionary power. Every 
| important decision rests with his Govern- 
ment, which can from hour to hour in- 
struct him and which he can consult. 
| Perhaps his chief use is to inform and 
| advise them, a purpose for which gifts 
are needed different from those com- 
monly thought of in connection with the 
| office. 

| ‘* Mr. Root has truly said that every 
| controversy between States can be set- 
ltled where there is will on both sides 
| to settle them. It is an envoy’s busi- 
|ness to discover whether the Minister 
{he deals with is ‘playing politics’ or 
|‘ sparring for position,’ or whether he 
really wishes to settle. 

‘“* As diplomacy is the art by which in- 
ternational relations are handled, so in- 
; ternational law contains the rules, so 
far as there are any, to which those re- 
\lations ought to conform and by which 
; they may, when disturbed, be adjusted. 
{t is a part of the machinery which 
exists for keeping the peace of the world, 
since it embodies principles by which 
States have agreed to be guided and 
which, since they are of general applicae 
tion, all may without of dignity 
submit to.

What is International Law? 

‘“‘ Are these rules and principles fit to 
be called law? There is school which 
denies them the name. Some who like 
to emphasize the obvious as if it were 
their own discovery have proclaimed 

the housetops that, since nothing 

law except commands delivered and 

State, international rules 

cannot be law because there is no su- 

preme international State with the au- 
thority either to enact or to enforce. 

‘*‘A rule supported by public opinion, 

of which exposes the 
legal or practical out- 
strong enough to have 
the force of law just as in the Middle 
fear of penalties after death 
made ccclesiastical penalties formidable. 
The fact that its aims are justice and 
peace gives it, as Dr. David J. Hill has 
well said, its sanction, no doubt a moral 
rather than a legal or compulsory sanc- 
tion. 

“If we turn over the leaves of a 
treatise on international law we find 
that most of the positive doctrines laid 
down are concerned with war, because 
it is in war or in connection with war 
that most of the questions arise which 
it deals with. Unfortunately, the rules 
for the conduct of war are just those 
which are most Hable to be disregarded 
when war comes, because a belligerent 

ate is tempted to resort to every 
measure which promises success. The 
prospect of immediate gains to arms 
overrides either moral considerations or 
the faith due to treaties or the fear 
of the public opinion of the world. 

‘' Thus, in the late war all the powers 
began by observing the rules laid down 
at The Hague conferences against the 
use of poison gases and the bombard- 
ment of -unfortified towns, but when 
one belligerent had violated those rules 
the other belligerents followed, pleading

mitted to take advantage of his own 
wrong. : 
‘* Neither the moral sense of the rulers 
of States and leaders of armies, nor 
custGin, nor the fear of world opinion 
disapproving the breach of custom and 
morality prevented the acts I have re- 
ferred to because there was no certainty 
that offenses would be followed by _pen- 
alties. Can any authority be found im- 
partial enough to try offenses and to 
enforce penalties on convicted offenders? 
‘“Among such questions would fall 
that of the observance of treaties. It 
is agreed that: every treaty ought to be 
observed, else why make it? It is also 
agreed that few treaties, if indeed any, 
can be made to last forever, or for as 
long a’ time as men can look forward. 
Can anything be done to determine 
when circumstances have so far changed 
that a treaty can no longer be fairly 
deemed to be operative, and when such 
a change has come is it the duty of the 
high contracting parties to denounce oF 
to propose to amend the treaty? — 
“The smaller States, such as Switzer- 
land, Norway end Holland, which have 
already produced many distinguished 
jurists, could not ineptly join in this 
new work and would be all the fitter 
because they were neutral in the late 
war. The United States, by its detach- 
ment from European controversies, 
would be specially fitted to take a lead- 
ing part. ‘ 
“ Phis subject seems to have received 
in Europe less attention than it de- 
serves, but it has.fortunately occupied 
the mind of Mr. Root and received his 
universally respected approval.”’ 


Tittoni Sees Labor Crisis Passed. 


Senator Tittoni reviewed the labor 
movement in Italy, saying that come 
munism’s influence in Italy had prac 
tically disappeared. 

‘* Invasion of the factories by the 
workmen created a great impression 
abroad and led to the belie? that Italy 
was On the eve of a revolution,’’ he said. 
“There arose a grave controversy in 
Italy as to whether this invasion shou!d 
have been prevented or repressed. 

‘‘From the day the workers occupied’ 
the factories they found themselyes con- 
fronted by reality, and were obliged to 
realize the impossibility of taking over 
entire administrative control. From that 
time communism, as the recent elections 
proved, lost ground daily, to the extent 
of being practically exterminated in the 
three places where it had taken firmest 
hold—Bologna, Ferrara and Turin. 

‘The land problem can be solved by 
an organic law for the subdivision of 
large estates. A bill to this effect was 
introduced in the last Legislature, but 
the Parliamentary situation prevented 
its discussion. The Government has 
drafted a new measure, and the Italian 
Parliament is preparing to tackle the 
grave problem of the relations between 
capital and labor, both in the factortes 
and in the fields.

FIND CARVINGS AT YALE. 


Faces and Figures in Stone Form 
Historical Record of University. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 12.—Faces 
in stone are being found by visitors 
ho, under university guides, inspéct 
the Harkness Memorial quadrangle at 
Yale. ‘Except during commencement 
week, when rooms in this group of 
buildings were occupied by delegates to 
the inauguration of President James 
Rowland Angell and some of the alumni, 
the courts and entries have not been 
freely open to the public. Parties are 


being conducted at intervals through the 
quadrangle, and the more _ observant 
among the visitors have noticed some 
of the carvings which have been and 


are being cut on the walls. 

Unlike those in St. Thomas’s Church 
in New York City, where much of the 
sculpture in the detail of the Gothic 
architecture is in caricature, the car- 
vings in the Harkness Memorlal are 
reproduction in studied lines of men and 
incidents connected with the life of the 
university and of the early settlement 
of New Haven. In a lounge room is a 
carving of the ‘‘ Mystery Ship ’’ which, 
as the story goes, entered the harbor. 
in 1648 and was seen to be wrecked 
and then vanish. Four bulldogs, in 
stone, are to serve as symbols of un- 
dergraduate life. One with unwrinkled 
brow wears rimmed spectacles; another 
with wrinkled face has a football play- 
er’s helmet; another, a soldier’s cap, 
and the fourth wears cap and gown. 

On an entrance arch is a_ rose, 
thistle, a shamrock and an elm, 
last named for New Haven. 
compass, level and plumb have been 
found elsewhere. Among the figures 
and faces on towers are those of Sam- 
uel Morse, inventor of the telegraph; 
Eli Whitney, inventor of the cottongin; 
Elihu .Yale, James Fennimore Cooper, 
Jonathan Edwards, Nathan Hale, Noah 
Webster, John Caldwell Calhoun, for- 
mer President Arthur T. Hadley, James 
Gamble Rogers, architect of the build- 
ings, and several of those who had 
charge of divisions of the construction. 
Inscriptions are found in many places. 
That beside Nathan Hale is ‘‘I wish 
to be useful,"’ a quotation from one of 
his sayings. Chief Justice Taft is the 
only living man to have a gateway 
named after himself. A group of fig- 
ures in working clothes with pick and 
shovel symbolize the Yale men who 
worked on the buildings. 

According to George Nichols, the resi- 
dent architect, the purpose of filling the 
nooks in the buildings with figures is to 
make a historical record that can be

LINER HELD 2 HOURS 
BY CLERK'S MISTAKE 


680 Passengers Kept Aboard 
Patria for Examination Given 
Up Two. Weeks Ago. 


MORE BRIDES FROM GREECE 


Russian Opera Singer Says Condl- 
tlon of Countrymen In Constan- 
tinople Is Pitiable. 


Six hundred and eighty passengers, of 
whom 235 were citizens, arriving yester- 
day from Mediterranean ports on the 
Fabre liner Patria, were held up at the 
pier in Brooklyn for two hours. The 
heat was intense on board and the délay 
caused much discomfort. 

When the liner made fast at 1:45 P. 
M., officials of the line announced that 
no one could land until the passengers 
had been inspected by the city health 
officers. Two guards were placed at 
the gangway, and the orders were 
strictly carried out. 

After more than an hour had passed 
a deputation of seventeen citizens, led 
by I. S. Kraft of Tampa, Fla., and J. 
J. Murphy Jr., United States Vice Con- 
sul in ,Genoa, went to the cabin of 
Captain Pierre Deschellés, the master 
of the Patria, sand demanded to go 
ashore. In the meantime, the immigra- 
tion Inspectors, finding that things were 
not ready for them to start work, went 
away for luncheon. About 3:30 a clerk 
called up the Health Office in Brooklyn 
and asked when a doctor would be sent 
to the Patria. The Health Offices re- 
plied that the inspection of ships at their 
piers after arrival from Quarantine had 
been given up weeks ago. 

It was just two hours after tying up 
that the passengers got on shore. One 
of the most indignant men inthe first 
cabin was Mariano Vennoni, Italian 
Consul in Providence, who said that 
he was entitled to free entry as a métn- 
ber of the Italian Diplomatic Service, 
and through the delay at the pier had 
missed his train. 

Later, an official of the Fabre Line 
said that they. did not know the exam- 
ination by the city Health Officer had 
been abandoned until after the Patria 
arrived. When they received the infor- 
mation in the New York office, it was 
telephoned to the pier in Brooklyn, but 
the men who received {it thought that, as 
there would be no examination of the 
passengers, it did not matter, so he 
never passed it on to the ship. 

Captain Cliff W. Longe, who arrived 
on the Patria from Warsaw, said that 
he had been away three ycars doing Red 


Cross work in Russia and the Near 
Tast. There was a scarcity of food- 
stuffs in Poland, he said, because Ger- 
man agents weré coming into the coun- 
try and buying the crops at high prices. 
Thousands of starving refugees were 
flocking into Poland from Russia, he 
added, and they told him that the Soviet 
Government was on its last legs. 

The Cunarder Pannonia arrived yes- 
terday from Trieste, Patras and Gibral- 
tar with 227 cabin and 228 steerage pas- 
sengers, of whom only 1h.per cent. were 
males, the remainder being women and 
girls coming to join their husbands or to

TO GIVE HIM FUNDS 


Ex-Emperor HoldsThey Must Help 
Him to Recoup or Permit His

LUCERNE, Aug. 12.—At Hertenstein 
Castle on Lake Lucerne, where ex-Em- 
peror Charles and his family are living, 
there has been much going and coming 
in the last few days and so-called 
Crown councils have been held. 
“In view of the nearness of Aug. 31, 
by which time Charles has promised to 


leave Swiss territory, all manner. of 
places of future residence have been as- 
sfned him by European rumor, includ- 
ing England, Denmark, Sweden, Italy, 
Lietchetenstein, Corfu,. the Balearic 
Isles and Spain. The difficulty is not 
sc much to find him an asylum as to 
find money with which to support him, 
his numerous family and his suite of 
some sixty persons, without which ap- 
parently he finds life impossible. 

Various councils recently held at Her- 
tenstein Castle by representatives of the 
Entente and the Vatican with Charles 
were concerned chiefly with the ex-Em- 
peror’s financial position. He pends pov- 
erty and holds that England, France and 
Italy are under a moral obligation to 
regain possession of the property for- 
merly belonging to the Hapsburgs in 
Austria and Hungary and now claimed 
by the Austrian and Hungarian Govern- 
ments. 

Charles is reported to have said that 
he would never have left his kingdom 
had not England, France and Italy in- 
sisted on his doing s0. Had he remained 
in Austria, he contends, he could have 
live@ on the Hapsburg estates and their 
revenues, whereas being in Switzerland 
whatever income he obtains from Aus- 
tria is almost worthless because Aus- 
trian money is scarcely worth picking up 
in Switzerland. For 100 Austrian 
kronen only 60 Swiss centimes are ob- 
tainable, instead of 103 Swiss francs. 

The money which Charles rajsed on 
certain Crown jewels which he brought 
with him to Switzerland was spent long 
ago and at present, it is said, he hasn't 
even enough momrey to take him and his 
family to Spain should Spain decide to 
give him shelter. He is virtually con- 
fronting the Allies with the alternative 
of supplying him with funds to go to 
Spain or inducing the Little Entente to 
agree to his return to Hungary to re- 
sume the Crown of St. Stephens. 


WATCHMAN GAGGED, ROBBED

CARELESS PARENTS BLAMED 


Full Orphans in Delaware Institu- 
tlons Only 3 Per Cent. of Total. 


Conditions occasioning the removal of 
children from their homes, and measures 
by which family care may be pre- 


served, are. discussed in a report. en- 
titled ‘‘ Children Deprived of Parental 
Cara,’ recently issued by the~ United 
States Department of Labor through the 
Children’s Bures®. This report pre- 
sents the experiences of 513 children 
taken under care by Pelaware agencies 
and iustitutions during a two-year pe- 
tiod. At least half these children had 
both parents living, and only 8 per 
cent. were full orphans. 

In one case out of every five delin- 
quency on the part of parents or guard- 
fans was the cause of the child’s re- 
moval. Inability of parents or guar- 
dians longer to care.for the child oc- 
ecasioned the removal of almost one- 
fourth. Delinquéncy on the part of the 
child was given as the immediate cause 
for somewhat more than two-fifths of 
the removals. 

Such measures as a State probation 
system, mothers’ pensions, and placing 
out and boarding out under proper 
supervision are recommended in the re- 
port as means for correcting in part the 
social wastage orginating in child neg- 
lect. Delaware has begun a carefiflly 
considered forward movement sinée the 
inquiry was made.

FEARS SUBSTITUTES 
MAY SUPPLANT MILK 


Head of Borden Company Says 
Canners of Condensed Product 
Are Unable to Compete. 


FIGHT IS ON IN CONGRESS 


87,000,000 Pounds of Imitations 
Sold Last Year, Olis Replacing 


Genuine Butter Fat. 


Production of milk substitutes will be 
fcerced on companies which have re- 
frained from the sale of anything but 
Pure condensed milk unless Congress 
adopts one of four measures pending in 
committee to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of these substitutes, according 
to Arthur W. Milburn, President of the 
Bordens Condensed Milk Company, 
yesterday. 

Placink these substitutes for condensed 
milk on the market has grown to such 
an extent, according to Mr. Milburn, 
that the situation amounts te a public 
health problem. Last year 87,000,000 
pounds of condensed skimmed “ milk,’’ 
in which the butter fat had been re- 
placed by cocoanut oil or other vegeta- 
ble fats, was sold in the United States. 
As this sort of product has only been 
on the market for tnree years, its growth 
ia considered alarming by manufactur- 
ers who believe in re¢aining butter fat 
in condensed milk for its nutritive quali- 
ties. 

The substitute milk lacks the vita- 
mines considered necessary to human 
sustenance, and it is on this ground 
that prohibition by Congress has been 
sought. Feeding children on milk from 
which all the butter fat has been ex- 
tracted may result in pellagra and_kin- 
Gred diseases, Mr. Milburn said. 

In a brief filed yesterday with the 
Agricultural Committee of the House, 
which is holding hearings on “fhe Voigt 
bill to prohibit substitute milk, the Bor- 
cen Company, through its attorney, Wal- 
ter Engels, referred to testimony by Dr. 
McCullom of Johns Hopkins University, 
in which he condemned the substitution 
ot vegetable oils and fats for butter 
fat. om the ground that public health 
ae not permit of the sale of his arti- 
cle. 

Retail grocers sell the substitute milk 
on the same terms as condensed milk 
containing butter fat, and often at the 
fame price, according to Mr. Milburn, 
although the cost of manufacture is 
$1.70 a hundred pounds, compared with 
$4.41 for milk containing butter fat. 
‘“The problem is no imaginary one,” 
said Mr. Milburn. ‘ With cocoanut, 
peanut and cottonseed oils competing 
with butter fat, there is bound to be a 
decided slump in our dairy industry. 
The milk supply rises and falls with the 

rice obtained for the article. The but- 
er fat replaced by foreign oils and fats 
creates a surplus to be used in other 
products, such as full cream butter and 
cheese, oversupplying the market and 
reacting in decreased production. Last 
year 7,000,000 pounds of cocoanut oil re- 
placed a like amount of butter fat in 
evaporated milk and put 8,000,000 extra 
pounds of butter on the market that 
competed with and lowered the price of 
creamery butter. The public may see 
in this a benefit, but it is of a very tem- 

orary character, since a lower price 
or milk products has always curtailed 


roduction and induced the sale of cows |

UNDERTAKER INDICTED 
IN SOLDIER’S BURIAL 


William A. Skahill Accused of 
Putting Several Bodies of ex- 
Service Men in Same Grave. 


William A. Skahill, an undertaker, 
will be arraigned today before Federal 
Judge Sheppard to plead to an indict- 
ment charging him with presenting a 
false claim to the Government in con- 
nection with the burial of Arthur Cliff, 
an ex-service man, who was found 
drowned on Staten Island last April. 
It is charged that the defendant failed 
to adhere to his agreement with the 
authorities of the United States Public 
Health Hospital to bury the body of 
Cliff in a casket enclosed in a hermet- 
ically sealed box. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Mattuck safd yesterday that when 
Skahill is tried the Government would 
try to prove that he also violated the 
agreement by interring the body in a 


grave containing other bodies, instead 
of in a separate grave. 

The Government alleges that in the 
grave with the body of Cliff were also 
the bodies of Joseph Crea and Karl 
Koskran, ex-service men, which were 
buried in March. For the burial of 
Cliff Skahill is alleged to have pre- 
sented a bill to the Government for 
$100, with a statement that the burial 
was in_agcordance with the agreement. 

Mr. Mattuck explained that the dis- 
covery of the alleged irregularities was 
made by Miss Minnie O. Byrne, a nurse 
at the Sea View Hospital. Cliff hag 
been one of her patients, and after the 
funeral she visited St. Michael's cem- 
etery to see that his grave was prop- 
erly cared for, knd to mark it with 
a stone. She was told by the cemetery 
officials that the grave was not a sep- 
arate one, and an investigation fol- 
lowed. The defendant has buried be- 
tween 75 and 100 ex-service men.

Residents of the east side were thrown 
nto excitement last night when part of 
the roof of a huge gas tank owned by 
the Consolidated Gas Company, on Ave- 
nue C, between Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
Streets, blew off with a terrific report. 
The tank is 200 feet high, and at the 
time of the explosion contained 3,000,000 
cubic feet of gas. Fire, fortunately, did 
not follow the explosion, and there was 


but one casualty. A bolt which had 


been blown high in the air dropped and 
struck Mrs. Mary Coyle of 257 Avenue 
C on the head. She was not seriously 
hurt, however. 

Gas company employes pumped the 
as into another container, but not be- 
ore a large quantity had _ escaped.

The company, however, 
dces not expect to charge the expense 
to philanthropy; it believes that it can 
render this public service gratuitously 
and at the same time its planes will be 
known as the ones which do this special 
tire patrol work. There is no army 
air field anywhere near this district 
with which the Forest Service can co- 
operate, as on the Pacific Coast, for 
forest fire patrol, so it is of great ad- 
vantage to the service to have this 
Sasrofling done voluntarily.

Machinists Send $750,000 Orders to 
“Fair’ Shops. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Purchases 
in this country by the Mexican Govern- 
ment are being approved by officers of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists and by other union officials, to 
guarantee that the products were from 
shops friendly to union labor, BH. C. Da- 
vison, Secretary of the International 
Association of Machinists, announced 
today. 

The Mexican Government is repre- 
sented here by Robert’ Haberman, an 
American who has resided several years 
in Mexico, Mr. Davison,said. Depart- 
ment heads of the Mexican Government 
advise Mr. Davison and Mr. Haberman 
of their needs in a form letter, a copy 
of which was made public by Davison. 

In each instance, request is made that 
firms ‘‘ fair to organized labor ’’ send 
representatives to call upon the Mexi- 
can officials. 

Davison said the officers were not con- 
fined in their choice to so-called ‘‘ closed 
shops,’’ but merely to shops “ fair’’ to 


union labor.

A new skirt gauge has appeared on

SUGAR IMPORTS DECREASE. 
In First 


2,041,393 Tons 
Half of 1921. 


Sugar imports into the United States 
for the first six months: of 1921 
amounted to 2,041,393 tons, compared 
with 2,581,618 tons in the corresponding 
period of last year, a decrease of more 
than half a million tons. June im- 
ports were less than half of those of 
the same month in 1920, but the ex- 
ports of refined products in June this 
year were more than double those of 
1920, although in the first half of this 
‘ear the exports were only 257,210 tons 
tompered with 342,160 tons in the samé 
period of 1920. 

The biggest decrease in tonnage is 
naturally in Cuban sugar imports, ac- 
cording to the weekly review of the 
Federal Sugar Refining Company, In 
the first six months of 1921 Cuban su- 
gar imports amounted to 1,422.459 tons 
compared with 1,795,908 tons in the first 
half of last year. The decrease in out- 
side sugar was from 260,788 tons to 
144,201 tons. June imports from Cuba 
were 336,745 tons in 1920, compared 
with 149,660 tons in 1921. 

The demand for American refined su- 
ar in og Greece and the Nether- 
fands. the Federal Company says, was 
greatly multiplied in the first -half of 
the year, while the exports to France 
have fallen. from @39,092 tons in the 
first six months of* 1920 to 11,481 tons 
in the first half of this year.

Business sentiment improves, but busi- 
ness is still backward, according to the 
weekly reviews of the large mercantile 
agencies.

cotton, woolens and silk goods, whose 
prices now apparently are on a stable 
basis, and in hides and leather, which 
have benefited through somewhat better 
demand for manufacturers. A-lvices 
from New England show further re- 
sumption of activity in shoe manufactur- 
ing, some plants operating at full ca- 
pacity and production in others increas- 
ing. 

In other industrial centres a tendency 
to extend operations is noted. The im- 
provement is slight, in view of the sea- 
60n, but it-is believed the prospect for 
the Fall and Winter is decidedly more 
confident. Buying of iron and steel con- 


‘tinues on a restricted scale, but in- 
quiries are recefved and the expectation 
is that the railroads soon must become 
liberal purchasers. 

The gradual realization. by labor that 
it must accept its share in the deflation 
is making progress and will be followed 
with active resumption of building, thus 
stimulating demands for materials. Re- 
tail trade, aided by substantial price re- 
ductions and measured by bulk rather 
than values, is well sustained. The re- 
duction in stocks is reflected in the 
presence of many buyers at leading 
wholesale centres.

BERLIN, Aug. 12.—The fight along 
closely drawn class MUnes_ for and | 
against the partial socialistic State con- | 
fiscation of ‘‘ gold values ’’ for repara- | 
tions, which promises to prove one of | 
the most interesting developments in | 
Germany, has entered its second phase. 

Alarmed by sharp majority Socialist 
critici#m of its compromise tax plan, 
shared alike by the radical wings of | 
the Democratic and Catholic Centrum | 
Parties, the Wirth Government now dis- 
closes in general tentative outline cer- | 
tain plans which the Cabinet hopes to 
bring in the late Fall or Winter. These 
newest tax schemes are calculated to | 


give capital an attack of gooseflesh, 
though far from satisfactory to the ex- 
treme Socialists. \ 
One draft of a tax law to be submit- 
ted to the Reichstag provides for a 30 
Yer cent. annual tax on the taxable in- 
come of corporations. It is now pro- 
posed to capitalize the expected yicid 
of this tax from each corporation, and 
then require the corporations to issue 
“participation bonds ’”’ to the amount 
of the capitalized value of this tax, and 
to hand over the entire amount of such 
participation bonds or “’ participation 
preferred stocks,’”’ whichever one 
chooses to call them, to the State as a 
*“ one-time reparation levy on corpora- 
tions.’’ ‘The corporations will then. be 
nominally freed from income tax after 
having 30 per cent. of their ‘‘ gold 
values’’ thus taken over by the State. 
Actually the 30 per cent. income tax 
would be diverted to paying interest on 
State participation bonds, or 
stocks. In order to raise billions 
uickly, 





the State would then place 

ese guaranteed preferred obligations 
on the market om the theory that they 
would be eagerly absorbed, both at 
home and abroad. . 

The second plan is to impose a com- 
pulsory reparation loan on all corpo- 
rations in so far.as they have available 
productive capital. Not only industrial 
enterprises but banks and mutual agso- 
ciations would be forced to subscribe 
to the ‘‘ reparations loan,’’ of which 
the details are not yet worked out. 

If the Wirth Government can over- 
come the opposition from the extreme 
right and left and put through these 
two schemes, it believes that it will 
have solved the problem of covering the 
reparations and internal budget deficit, 
and promises early next year to devote 
its attention to the problem of stabiliz- 
ing the mark.

Estimate of 7,400,000 Bales, 
Far Below Government Figures, 
Influences Market Prices. 


The cotton market became decidedly 
irregular yesterday advancing and de- 
clining, but making no headway. An 
estimate of 7,400,000 bales production 
this season, compared with  8,200,- 
000 bales in the last Govern- 
ment report, influenced prices.., 
This was offset in part by predictions 
of showers in the Texas panhandle. 
Distant positions lost some of their pre- 
mium, while near months stood still. 
Final prices showed a ‘oss of 2 to 20 
points, 

The first hour brought one of the most 
nervous markets experienced this sca- 
son. Fluctuations were so: erratic that 
several points change took place be- 
tween sales. October sold at from 13.25 
to 13.11, then up 10 points, only to have 
the break repeated. Liverpool showed 
a similar degree of uncertainty, ad- 
vancing and declining under alternate 
waves of buying and selling. When 
news was circulated that a crop report- 
ing agency madé the condition 57, a 
decline of 10 points in three weeks, 
prices shot up 20 points, but failed to 
produce stability. 

A prominent spot house bought sev- 
eral thousand bales of October on the 


call, and tater in the morning suffi- 
cient cotton appeared fdr sale on ad- 
vances to prouuce confusion. Spinners 
bought more cotton than in recent days, 
while Liverpool houses bought steadily. 
Foreign prices advanced snarply just 
before the close there, bringing demand 
for contracts to New York. 

When October sold at 15.35, a rise of 
40 points from Thursday’s extreme de- 
cling, buying ceased. Houses with New 
Orleans connections seemed to have sell- 
ing orders at every point advance, not 
only in December but in later months, 
Selling of March becume a _ feature. 
Volume of business diminished, owing 
to less professional trading. The tone 
had become so deceptive, being weak- 
est when prices were up and strongest 
when selling became active, that many 
operators withdrew from the ring. Re- 
ports from dry goods. centres that 
prices on several lines had been ad- 
vanced, with mills booked as far ahead 
as conservatism would warrant, helped 
to steady the market. Scattered sell- 
ing carried prices back 10 points about 
midday, October trading around 13.25. 

The afternoon saw an extensive swap- 
ping of business, spot houses covering 
October and selling late months. The 
question of differences received nearly 
as much attention as the immediate 
course of the market itself. Many re- 
ports from the South suggested an in- 
creasing disposition to ask higher prices 
for cotton carried over from last year. 
This has caused a higher basis on spot 
prices in relation to New York. Ab- 
sence of speculation is proving an im- 
portant factor and yesterday's opera- 
tion represented the determination of 
those having hedges im October to cover 
these contracts and transfer to March 
and May. As a result October lost only 
3 points, while March closed 10 and 
Mav 15 points below Thursday. 

Total takings by spinners for the 
week amount to 213,000 bales, compared 
with 166,000 bales last year, of which 
American mills took 79,000. against 48,- 
000 bales in 1920.

Judge Hand Rules State Need 
Not Recognize the Fed- 
eral Deduction. 


BOTH TAX SAME INCOME 


Rhode Island Corporation Alleged 
Act of 1918 Unconstitutional 
—Decision Hits Others. 


The suit instituted by the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company, a Rhode Is- 
land corporation with offices in this 
city, to enjoin the State authorities from 
enforcing the State Franchise Tax act 
of 1918, on the ground that it is un- 
constitutional, was dismissed yesterday 
by Federal Judge Learned Hand. In its 
complaint the company alleged that in 
making out its income tax return to the 
Federal Government for that year it set 
forth all its proftis from munitions and 
its other business; that its plants were 
located in Rhode Island, and that its 
business was within the borders of that 
State. 

The provisions of the State Income 
Tax act provide for a 3 per cent. as- 
sessment on local incomes, and the com- | 
pany contended that it was entitled to a 
deduction under the State law for the 
taxes paid to the National Government. 
While the amount involved in the pres- 
ent case is only about $300, many indi- 
viduals and firms are affected by the 
decision. Part of Judge Hand's opinion 
| reads: 
‘““The United States and the State of 
New York in such matters are inde- 


{ 
pendent rowers, neither of which st 
yield to the other. Each taxes and 
seizes a part of tne same income. There 
is no reason why the State of New 
York must recognize the deduction of 
the United States before calculating its 
percentages. All that can be asked is 
that the State recognize all deductions 
in assessing a foreign corporation that it 
gh in assessing a domestic cm 
ion.”’

SOLD FOR OVERSEAS 


Foreign Wheat Orders Near 
2,000,000 Bushels, and Corn 
Demand Heavy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Judging from the 
persistent buying of September wheat 
by exporters here today, an immense 
business was put through with Euro- 
pean countries. The buying was more 
than sufficient to. offset hedging sales, 
but there was considerable pressure 
credited to a leading local interest that 
has recently been taking the selling side 
on bulges and the buying side on breaks, 
so that the finish was % cent lower for 
the day, but the December was off 1% 
cents, the September gaining around 1 
cent on the deferred delivery. This at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, as the 
car wheat has gone to premium over 
the September, which was taken as con- 


firming the views that much more busi- 
ness is being done than reported. 

Export sales at the seaboard were re- 
ported at 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 bushels, 
part of which was regarded as certain 
to be for Russian relief work, as London 
cabled that two big. firms there were 
buying. In the past few days around 
50,0900 barrels of flour are sald to have 
been sold for shipment to Russia from 
the West, and a local mill had an in- 
quiry for 5,000 barrels whole rye flour 
today. 

Oniy 300,000 bushels were reported sold 
here to the seaboard, with No. 2 hard 
at 544 cents over September, c. i. f. Geor- 
gian Bay ports, and 5 cents over, c. i f. 
buffalo for August shipment, while 
31444 cents over was paid, c. i. f. Mon- 
treal for August, and 14 cents over for 
first ten days in September. At the 
Gulf, sales were at 115%, cents over for 
the last half of September, 1244 cents 
over for last half October and 138 cents 
over for first half November. In the 
past week, Toledo mills have bought 
70,000 bushels Manitobas .and will pay 
duty in order to secure choice grain. 
There were seventeen cars of new 
Spring wheat in at Winnipeg today, 
fourteen of which graded No. 1 North- 
ern and went to mills. 

The cash wheat situation is attracting 
more attention from the trade than any- 
thing else, and serves to keep sentiment 
very bullish, but it failed to bring in 
outside buying and the market holds 
within comparatively narrow limits. 
There are many traders who believe 
that, sooner or later, much higher 
prices will be witnessed. Country of- 
ferings to arrive are Hght and 11% 
cents over September was bid today for 
No. 2 hard for August-September ship- 
ment without attracting much grain.

30 CONTRACTS ARE HELD UP 


Work Must Halt Till Late Fall or 
Spring, Delaying Extensions and 
the Opening of Stations. 


With the Mayoralty campaign started, 
three candidates for Mayor om the 
Board of Estimate and the five-cent fare 
and the traction question generally 
among the issues, the Board of Estimate 
refused yesterday to take any action on 
contracts urged by the Transit Com- 
mission and did not even read an im- 
portant communication on the subject 
by Commissioner McAneny. 

Mayor Hylan and Aidermanic Presi- 
dent LaGuardia, two of the candidates, 
joined in denouncing the Transit Com- 
mission and the transit law. The Istter 
presented to the board from Commis- 
sioner McAneny was an emergency com- 
munication, urging action on about 
thirty construction contracts. in order to 
avoid unnecessary delays in extending 
new transportation facilities to the pub- 
lic. 

Commissioner McAneny emphasized 
the need for action on these contracts 
at yesterday’s meeting. Mayor Hylan 
objected to hearing the letter, and thus 
prevented its being read to the board. 
The board thereupon adjourned until 
Sept. 30, insuring a long -lelay In con- 
sidering the contracts. 

It was announced later at the »ffices 
ef the Transit Commission that the 
failure of the board to act on these 
contracts made it necessary to suspend 
indefinitely the opening of the new Li- 
vonia Avenue line beyond Pennsylvania 
Avenue, one of the Interborough exten- 
sions in Brooklyn, and prevented the 
restoration of the surface of Eastern 


Parkway in Brooklyn, which is in the 
torn condition in which the subsurface 
contractors left it. These and other 
fmportant construction works, it was 
said, will be held up until the late Fall 
or the next Spring. 


Mr. MecAneny’s Letter. 


The letter sent by Mr. McAneny to 
the Board of Estimate, the reading of 
which was blocked by the Mayor, fol- 
lows:

question, to the lowest bidder, and 
with full engineering approval, failed 
to receive the formal approval of your 
board that the law requires. 

he requisitions that your board has 
isan roved, or that have otherwise 
alled of passage, are of various cHar- 
acter, and it is difficult, especially in 
view of the past practice of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment in 
dealing with transit matters, to con- 
ceive of any rule under which all 
would be rejected alike, or, so far as 
precedents apply, under which any 
would be rejected. 


Says Delay Will Result. 


In the absence of information as to 
the reasons governing your action, the 
Transit Commission feels bound to re- 
peat and to emphasize the statement 
already made to your board, that the 
unusual position taken in the present 
circumstances can only result in the 
delay of construction work that is es- 
sential to the completion of the dual 
system, and in consequent injury to 
the public interest.

BIG FLEET OF TRUCKS 
IDLE THROUGH STRIKE 


Company of Which Former Gov- 
ernor Smith Is Head Virtually 
Suspends Operations. 


Operations of the United States Truck- 
ing Corporation, of which former Gov- 
ernor Smith is the head, virtually were 
suspended yesterday as a result of a 
strike of the drivers and freight han- 
dlers. About 2,000 men are involved. 
The strike is confined to the United 
States Trucking Corporation and came 
after a wage reduction of $4 a week. 

Officials of the company were hopeful 
of an early settlement of the strike. 
Conferences with the employes’ leaders 
in the course of the day and last night 
failed to effect a settlement. 

The strikers at the headquarters of 
Local 282, 565 Hudson Street, and Local 
807, 73 Varick Street, refused to talk 
about the strike, saying that the news- 
papers had not given them ‘‘a square 
deal’ during ‘‘ the last fifteen years.” 
The leaders asserted that all the em- 
ployes of the corporation were out. The 
wages of the quto truck drivers have 
been $35 a week; for other drivers, $51. 

Striking teamsters, involved in another 


walkout in Brooklyn, stopped a five-ton 
laden truck of the Bacon Coal Company 
at Flushing and Central Avenues, Brook- 
lyn, and dumped the coal into the street, 
blocking the trolley tracks. The coal 
company sent men to shovel it up. 

Patrolman John Kavanaugh arrested 
Antonio Dianto of 137 Central Avenue 
as one of the men who had part in the 
disturbance, The others in the coal 
raiding party fled. 


WAR GUESTS LOSS TO SWISS 


Hotels Out 13,000,000 Francs, They 
Say. for Interned Soldiers.

BERNE, Aug. 12.—Six hundred Swiss 
hotel keepers, in whose hotels prisoners 
of war were interned during the war, 
declare that they have lost 13000,000 
gold frances, owing to the low “ pen- 
sion’’ prices at which the Swiss Gov- 
ernment obliged them to take the in- 
terned men. The hotel keepers received 
6 Swiss francs daily per man, which is 
the same amount as the Swiss Govern- 
ment allows for its own soldiers when 
quartered in hotels. 

The Swiss hotel keepers declare that 
when the prisoners of war were first 
brought to Switzerland the cost of food 
and other necessaries was not so high 
as later in the war and that the cost of 


the interned soldiers’ keep should have 
been raised, so as to correspond with 
the increased cost of living. 

Altogether, various belligerent nations 
paid the Swiss hotel keepers for their 
soldier’s maitenance during the intern- 
ment period 80,750,000 gold francs, but 
the hotel keepers’ outlay on food, fuel 
and other supplies was 76,500,000 gold 
francs. 

The 600 hotel keepers therefore actual- 
ly received only about 4,500,000 francs, 
and they assert that it required an out- 
lay of 9,500,000 franes to/put their hotels 
jr. order again after thé interned men 
had left. 

A Swiss Government commission 
pointed to investigate the matter 
firms the loss of the hotel keepers. 

Soldiers who were interned in Switzer- 
land were mainly British, French, Bel- 
gians, Italians, Germans and some Aus- 
trians. There were only a handful of 
United States soldiers. The Swiss Gov- 
ernment, therefore, will probably ask 
the United States for its friendly media- 
tion with the various Governments chief- 
ly concerned, so as to induce them to 
make up the loss which the Swiss hotel 
keepers say they have sustained. 

Had the Swiss Government during the 
war asked more than 6 francs daily per 
man from the belligerents, the request 
would have been granted, but now all 
the countries are in such

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ON GERMAN IMPORTS 


Commons Vote 176 to 4 on Bill 
Which Becomes a Law With- 
out Amendment by Lords. 


UNDERSELLING IS HIT 


Asquith Attacks the Measure as 
“Half-Hearted Evasion” of Brit- 
ain’s Free Trade. 


LONDON, Aug. 12 (Associated Press). 
—The Government's Safeguarding of In- 
dustries bill today was passed on third 
reading in the House of Commons by a 
vote of 176 to 4. The vote was taken 
after former Premier Asquith, in intro- 
ducing a motion for its rejection, had 
described it as ‘‘ a half-hearted attempt 
to introduce a tariff without calling it 
one.”’ 

The bill was certified by the Speaker, 
since the House of Lords is powerless 
to amend it, because of its being a money 
bill. The measure is the embodiment 


of two resolutions introduced in the 
Commons last March hy Sir Robert 
Horne, Chancellor of the Exchequer, who 
at that time said they would form the 
basis for the Government's proposed 
customs legislation. 

One of these resolutions provides for 
the levying of a customs duty 6f 33 1-3 
per cent. ad valorem on importations 
into the United Kingdom of optical 
glass, optical instruments, scientific 
glassware, porcelain Instruments, mag- 
netos, tungsten and its products, syn- 
thetic and organic chemicals, except 
dyestuffs; colors, coloring matters and 
fine chemicals. 

The other resolution provides for cus- 
toms duties on any article, not men- 
tioned in the first resolution, which the 
Board of Trade under the act will have 
the power to specify on the ground that 
the said articles are being sold or of- 
fered in the United Kingdom at prices 
below their production, or, owing to ex- 
change depreciation, at prices below 
what they can profitably be produced 
for in Great Britain. 

When Sir Robert Horne announced his 
first resolution for new tariff duties in 
the Commons, early last April, it was 
explained that the articles covered came 
chiefly from Germany and were already 
subject to q 50 per cent. tax under the 
Reparation Recovery act, applying to 
such goods entering Great Britain. 

With regard to the seeond resolution 
it was then said that the provision was 
meant to protect English goods against 
competition of imports sold at less than 
their cost of production, whether by rea- 
son of actual sacrifice by German man- 
ufacturers or of lower money costs by 
reason of depreciated exchange. 

British free trade papers at that time 
attacked both resolutions as ‘ opening 
the door wide to protection,’’ contrary 
to- British policy for many years before 
the war.

LOURSE FOR SHIP DOCTORS. 


Broad Street Hospital to Open Grad- 
uate School Oct. 15. 


To provide instruction for ship doctors 
pnd out-of-town physicians in the ad- 
vancements made fn medicine and~ syr- 
gery is the aim of the Graduate School 


of Medicine of the Broad Street Hospi- 
tal, to be opened on Oct. 15 in the hos- 
ital’s fifteen-story building. Dr. Wil- 
iam H. Dieffenbach, President of the 
school, said yesterday the hospital's site, 
near the docks, gives it excellent oppor- 
tunity to study and transmit to others 
the method of treatment and preven- 
on of tropical diseases. 

‘‘We handle many such cases which 
get in by Quarantine,’ he said, ‘‘ and 
are able to study rare conditions of 
malaria, leprosy, typhus and other dis- 
eases originating in South America, the 

Fest Indies, Africa and Asia. We shall 
have the services of Dr. Charles E. Sib- 
ley, a specialist in tropical diseases, who 
has been in the Philippines eight years. 

‘For teaching cancer treatment we 
shall have a whole ward of inoperable 
cases at our disposal. We have _ the 
largest X-ray department of any New 
York City hospital and have $40,000 
worth of radium bromide for our use. 
Instruction will be given in blood anal- 
yais and chemistry. 

‘Each course will last one month and 
be repeated indefjnitely, so that a ship’s 
doctor who is in port for a week can 

' drop in at the classes and take up his 
work on his next return to New York. 
‘We have had many applications from 
thgm and from out-of-town doctors and 
shall be able to take care of from one 
hundred to two hundred students.’’
